Huge Oil Frauds 
Uncovered in N. Y. 


By Noted Expert 


New York, / pe 19.—Only 21 
per cent. of the samples of au- 
tomobile lubricating oils pur- 
chased in the New York market 
during a recent test proved to be 
as represented by the dealers 
who sold them, according to a 
report made to the American 
Fair Trade League by Dr. Henry 
James Masson, professor of 
chemical - engineering at New 
York University. 
These samples, bought at ran« 
York city service 
stations during the past month, 
were submitted to Dr. Masson for 
analysis, the purpose being to as- 
certain the extent of the practice 
of substituting inferior oils for 
high-grade trademarked lubricants 
ordered by motorists and to pro- 
tect both motorists and reputable 
ofl dealers. 

For the purposes of these anal- 
yses well-known brands of oil were 
chosen as bases of comparison, and 
the investigators asked for one of 


these oils at each service station 
where purchases were made. “Of 
the samples of oil submitted to 
me,” says Dr. Masson's report, “21 
per cent. may be considered as 
having been ‘Blank’ oils and 79 
per cent. substituted oils. That js, 
in 21 per cent. of the cases the 
dealer was honest and was deliv- 
ering the oil requested. On the 


basis of the above the chances of 
obtaining the oil requested are one 
in five.’ 

“The tremendous expansion in 
the use of the automobile by the 
general public,” says Dr. Masson, 
“has emphasized a situation which 
bids fair to eclipse all previous 
records of public deception and at 
the same time undo the painstak- 
ing efforts of the automobile 
manufacturer to produce a means 
of locomotion which will be safe, 
comfortable, economical of opera- 
tion, low in first and. operating 
cost and of long life. To produce 
the present day automobile has re- 
quired the application of the high- 
est order of engineering skill, ac- 
companied by extensive research 
into all phases of the subject of 
manufacture and operation. Tak- 
ing all factors into consideration, 
there is probably not concentrated 
in any machine sold at the price 
as complicated a mechanism as is 
found in the automobile. 

‘Realizing the lack of mechani- 
cal knowledge on the part of the 
general public and the general 
distastefulness of handling iubri- 
cants, the automobile manufac- 
turer has reduced to a minimum 
the number of parts which require 
lubrication and has made the oper- 
ation as simple mechanically as 
possible. After much _ research, 
both by the automobile and lubri- 
eating oil manufacturer, certain 
oils have been found to function 
best in maintaining a film between 
the surfaces. These conclusions 
are given to the automobile opera- 
tor in the form of recommenda- 
tions which, if carefully followed, 
will give the service promised by 
the manufacturer. 

“It is in this connection that a 
serious situation has arisen which 


will make worthless millions of 
lollars’ worth of machinery 
through the fraudulent sale of

This was one of the 13 meetings 
being held in as many districts 
throughout the United States to ob- 
tain testimony to be used by Con- 
gress as a basis for legislation af- 
fecting conditions as they now ex- 
ist. 

Neither bus nor truck opera- 
tors of Oregon and Washington 
want Federal regulation pnder 
the Interstate Comerce Commis- 
sion—not yet, at any rate, al- 
though representatives from both 
States . declared they favored 
State and interstate regulation. 
The hearing wis conducted by 
Commissioner: Clyde B. Atchison 
and Examiner Leo J. Flynn, and 
occupied two full days. 

The growing importance of com- 
mercial motor vehicle transporta- 
tion in Oregon was shown by 
Thomas Meckélson, auditor of the 
Orezon Public Service Commision. 
One of his exhibits disclosed that 
durinz 1925, licensed trucks and 
buses operating over state high- 

sys earned $7,261,975 and paid 
Out $6,155,045, leaving $1,106,029 
net cperating ‘income on property 
investment totaling $6,311,780. 
During last year, 4,271,197 passen- 
gers were carried one mile or more 
and 867,316 tons of freight were 
hauled, according to tne record. 

W. H. Somers was another im- 
portant witness. He is traffic man- 
ager of the Portland-Seattle Stage 
Company and various other motor 
bus and electric line subsidiaries 
of the Puget Sound Power and 
Electric Company, which operates 
bus lines separate from electric 
lines, interchangeably, and as 
feeders to the electric lines. 


“If stages ceased to operate to 
preserve the _ railroad  invest- 
ments, not more than 20 per 
cent. of the stage business would 
revert to the railroads,” Mr. 
Somers said.

Under cross examination by rail- 
way officials, Somers said that in 
a number of cases bus fares were 
higher than railroad fares, al- 
though bus fares and bus express 
are kept at a minimum to develop 
traffic.

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Home Grown Fuel for England? 

CCORDING to recent news dispatches, which as yet lack 

official confirmation, a new process of distilling coal at 

low temperatures has been perfected in England. If this 
news proves to be based on actual facts, the results will be 
most far-reaching, for it is emphasized that the new process 
will produce motor fuel to sell at the present price of gaso- 
line and still yield a neat profit. 

It is claimed that this new distillation proeess yields | 
seven-tenths of a ton of commercial coke for each ton of 
coal treated. In addition, the treated coal yields oils, tar, and 
other by-products that are all fundamentals of industry. 

Just what this will mean to the British coal industry is 
easy to see from analysis of production figures. At the 
present time British mines are producing about 200,000,000 
tons of coal per annum. Under the use of this new process 
it would be necessary to mine 300,000,000 tons of coal to 
provide an equivalent tonnage of coke. But this tonnage of 
coal -under distillation would yield enough motor fuel to 
make England practically self-supplying. At present Eng- 
land imports more than $3,000,000,000 worth of motor fuel 
and oil. Under the new dispensation this would all be pro- | 
duced at home. 

If there were a demand for 300,000,000 tons of coal 
from British mines each year, the vexing problem of 
what to do with the miners would be. solved instantly. 
There would be work for all of them all the year around, 
and the utilization of by-products would put the coal 
industry back on a basis where equitable wages need 
not be even in controversy. Further; with the greater , 
yield to mine owners per ton of coal mined, there are 
many mines in Great Britain, which have been aban- | 
doned as unprofitable under present economic condi-. 
tions, which could again be brought back into produc- | 
tion with a reasonable return assured to their owners. | 

Granting that this new distillation process is all that is} 
claimed for it, its influence will be felt in other countries 
than England. For instance, Italy, which now imports 
practically all its commercial coal and fuel oils, would be 
able to utilize its lignite deposits through distillation. 

As for the process itself, the financial interests behind it 
are, naturally enough, somewhat reticent. They do state 
that under their formula the coal is distilled at between 800 
and 900 degrees of heat, instead of the 1,900 to 2,200 that 
are employed in present day production of coke for blast 
furnace and other commercial purposes. It is stated, also, 
that one plant is even now equipped and ready to begin 
production of coal distillates. 

There is no question that this new process of distilling 
coal will have a large effect on fuel developments in this 
country. Our annual production of coal is in excess of 500,- 
000,000 tons. If we ever begin distilling our coal, we would 
need a production of 700,000,000 tons. Here, too, the em- 
ployment of by-products wou!d lower the price of the original, 
something that would be welcomed by every householder 
in the land. In all probability, the change from the direct 
use of coal to distillation and use of the resulting products 
would end the recurrent and seemingly endless labor crises 
in the fuel industry. We may all hope sincerely that the pre- 
liminary announcement of this discovery in lignite. chem- 
istry will prove to be founded on solid fact.
